CHATTER FROM THE 
WOMOF SPORTS 

THE OLYMPIC GAMES. 

(Copyright by Pacific Sports Service) 

For the next few months millions 
of people all over the world will be 
daily discussing the Olympic games, 
which are to be held at Antwerp dur¬ 
ing the month of August. A general 
idea of the games as understood by 
the multitudes is that the winning of 
them is emblematical of the cham¬ 
pionship of the world in the particular 
events decided and, furthermore, that 
the origin of the game is handed 
down to us from the ancient Grecians. 

That is the general idea of what the 
games are and how they originated, 
but of the millions and millions of 
people who will talk about the Olym¬ 
pic games in the next few months, 
how many really know the real his¬ 
tory of the games? 

It was in the sanctuary of Zeus at 
Olympia that the Greeks celebrated 
the most famous of their four great 
national festivals—the Olympic games. 
Legend attributes the foundation of 
the games to Hercules. At first con¬ 
tests occupied only a single day, but 
in later years a great many more days 
were required. According to the ac¬ 
cepted belief, the earliest and, for a 
long time, and only contest was a 
short footrace. 

In B. C. 724 a longer race was in¬ 
troduced, and at the next celebrations 
the long race was contested. It was 
in this year also that the contestants 
abandoned the loin cloth and ap¬ 
peared naked, a custom which pre¬ 
vailed ever after. Pentathlon, boxing, 
ciiariot races and footraces for men in 
armor followed at successive inter-' 
vals. 

In B. C. 396 there was a contest for j 
trumpeters and heralds, and the victor j 
was allowed to show his skill in an¬ 
nouncing the victors in the other con- j 
tests. The contests in these days j 
were open only to those of Greek j 
descent and free from the taint of! 
impiety, blood guiltiness or grave | 
breach of laws. All contestants had 
to train faithfully for ten months pre¬ 
vious to the games. On the last day 
of file festival the victors received, in 
front of tlie temple, the crowns of! 
wild olive from the sacred tree, whicli j 
were the only prizes. The victors 
rode home in triumph, to enter the! 
city in a. chariot with songs and pro- j 
cession. In many cities they lived ! 
thereafter at public expense. 

The games were at their height dur¬ 
ing the tiftli and fourth centuries, 
when the contestants were of the best: 
blood of Greece. Gradually, however, | 
a change took place as the training J 
became more and more a profession, j 
and in Roman times, although the 1 
crowds and the splendor continued,: 
tho competitors were nearly all pro -1 
fessional athletes, against whose | 
mode of life physicians and moralists j 
alike directed censure. The games 
i ontinued until A. D, 394, when they j 
were suppressed by the Emperor 


Theodosius, supposedly on the ground 
that they were opposed to the inter¬ 
ests of Christianity. 

Tlie modern Olympic games were 
revived largely owing to the efforts 
of Baron Pierre de Coubertin, who 
banded a number of athletes together 
and arganized an international ath¬ 
letic committee, which held its first 
meeting in Paris in 1895. The object 
of the committee was to re-establish 
the Olympian games by organizing a 
series of athletic contests, to be held 
every four years, and confined to ama¬ 
teurs only. 

The first of the revived Olympiads 
was held in Athens in 1896 in the an¬ 
cient stadium, which was especially 
prepared for the purpose. The second 
series took place at Paris in 1900, and 
in 1904 St. Louis, Mo., was designated 
to conduct the third series. A devia¬ 
tion from the original four-year rule 
was the next thing, and in 1906 the 
games were once more held at Athens. 
In 1908 London had the privilege of 
conducting the games. The 1912 
games were held in Stockholm, and in 
August of the present year the nations 
of the world will congregate at Ant¬ 
werp.
